Now Mexican President a Conservative? 


Politics No More Devious There Than Here 


Lazaro Cardenas, radical president of Mexico these last 


six years, stepped down Sunday and was succeeded by Avila 
Camacho, in a Mexican Chamber of Deputies ceremony at 
which Vice-President Elect Henry A. Wallace was the United 
States' official representative. 
The civil inauguration of a 


Mexican president—any Mexican president—is news to Amer- 
ican readers, accustomed to gunfire and the roll of drums south 
of the Rio Grande.

Avila Camacho, a conservative who 


.- favors better relations with the Unit- 
• - cd States, became president of Mex- 


ico Sunday, and in an inaugural ad- 
dress in the presence of the Uniled 
Stales vice president-Elect Henry A. 
Wallace, pledged Mexico to her share 
in defense of the Americas. 


The inaugural ceremony took place 


in the Chamber of Deputies an hour 
before noon and was devoid of dis- 
turbing occurrences, perhaps because 
koine 30,000 soldiers, police 'arid -fire- 
men, military cadets, armed peasants 


., and militarized workers and public 
* employes guarded the chamber and 


Uie national palace. 


Cnmuclio's Speech 


Avila Camacho, a plump, agree- 


able man of 43, elected alsl July for 
a term of six years, was in excellent 


/">, good humor as he promised his admin- 


istration's respect for "all enterprises 
and investments." He called on labor 
to understand that greater national 
production is desired, and announced 
plans to create ministries of labor and 
marine, the latter to embrace both 


f merchant and naval vessels. 


He was warmly applauded when he 


declared that "nothing divides us in 
Ihis America of our own," and pledged 
Mexico's adhesion lo 
Pan-American 


doctrine. 


The defense of America, he contin- 


ued, is a common cause to all nations 
of the continent, no matter how weak 
or strong, and added that closer eco- 
nomic co-operation between the var- 
ious Western nations would give to the 
Americas an economic power which 


. nn one could break. 


Wallace, special ambassador from the 


United Stales to the inauguration, en- 
tered Hie Chamber of Deputies with 
.^mbiissador Joscphus Daniels and 
other representatives of the United 
Stales embassy and was enlhusiaslical- 


'• 
ly applauded. They were Iho only 
diplomatic group to be cheered.

Cardenas had a lot of rough stuff 


to do during his six years in office 
—policies which brought official Mex- 
ico into sharp conflict with private 
American investors. But at the same 
lime Ihere was plenty of evidence that 
Mexico was privately worried about 
relations wilh her great 
Northern 


neighbor, who.se tourists take plenty 
of money to Mexico every year, and 
whose Army and Navy are Mexico's 
main defense against foreign aggres- 
sion. 


In the ordinary sense of American 


politics there has been no 
official 


change in Mexican policy. Camacho 
was elected by the radical Cardenas. 
And yet Camacho is called a "con- 
servative." 


Well, politicians are the same Ihe 


world over. Lei us suppose Cardenas 
and his party leaders decided six 
years of confiscalion was enough, and 
it was time to repair their U. S. con- 
nection. Cardenas 
himself 
couldn't 


admit a change in policy. There had 
lo be a face-saving maneuver. I sus- 
pect it was worked this way: 


The Cardenas 
group let an op- 


position candidate stump the country, 
beat him at the polls, then let him 
issue belligerent statements and act- 
ually threaten revolution—all 
with- 


out any punitive action by the gov- 
ernment. 


This maneuver established the Card- 


enas party as still dominant, declar- 
ing lo Iho Mexican people that the 
radical policies of PROM (the revolu- 
tionary party) were slill in force- 
but meanwhile H was generally un- 
derstood that Camacho, the govern- 
ment candidate, was himself a con- 
servative, and, once he took 
office, 


could change policies which Cardenas 
couldn't change without losing face. 


All this sounds very devious and 


"Mexican." But in reality it js no 
more devious or "Mexican" than oui 
own 
American 
politics 
in stales 


where one parly is dominant to the ex- 
clusion of all others. 


In the days before the double pri- 


mary, for instance, it was common 
here in Arkansas to learn thai one 
outstanding Democratic candidate had 
hired 
one or more "ghost" candi- 


dates to break 
up the opposition 


so that the leader would need merely 
a plurality to win. 


My guess is that Ihe Mexicans used 


a "ghost" candidate to switch policies 
instead of votes. And it is very like- 
ly that Camacho will prove to be 
the conservative 
pro-United 
Stales 


leader he is supposed to be, despite his 
radical predecessor, party and allies.

All over China today they arc sing- 


ing a song: 


"We have no shoes, we have no 


bread, we have no guns; 


"But 
wait—(he enemy will 
give 


them to us." 


Thc heavy Chinese broadsword 
I 


brought home with me from Chung- 
king is such a "gift." It is hand- 
forged from a length of steel rail 
stolen at night by Chinese guerril- 
las who risked their lives lo get it. 
They had lo tear up Ihe Iracks and 
carry Iho rail away under Ihe very 
noses of Japanese troops palroling the 
north-south railway in "occupied ter- 
ritory" from Hankow to Peking. 


Almost all the steel used by the 


famous Eighth Route Army and that 
of Marshal Yen Shi-san, the "model 
governor" of Shansi, is obtained from 
the Japanese in just this way. I have 
seen three different types of revolvers 
made from such stolen steel rails, 
some crude and awkward, some beau- 
tiful pieces of mechanism. AH were 
made to use Japanese ammunition, 
for they count on the enemy lo "give" 
Ihem Ihe bullets, too. 


When I was in the Northwest of 


China, they offered to stage a raid 
for me, to show me how this was 
done. Unfortunately I could not wa,tt. 
the week they said was necessary to, 
journey.-.to the railroad ;and back. 
-,. 


Today the steel rails are still being 


forged into weapons, but the guer- 
rillas now complain that Japanese sho- 
es and uniforms are so worn and 
ragged and their food so poor Uiat 
it hardly pays to risk life and limb 
to obtain them. That is a striking 
contrast with what I saw in Nan- 
king two and a half years ago. Then 
Uie Japanese army was well clothed 
and shod, and fed with rice and" 
fish and other foodstuffs, 
imported 


from Japan. 


Never a Complaint 


A great part of China's armed forG'- 


a; is still-pitifully equipped and fed 
and clothed. Hospitals arc like those 
of the Crimean War. Mllions of civil- 
ians wander homeless over their Good 
Earth. Yet I have never heard a 
complaint 


From Ihe wife of Ihe official in 


Chungking whose American piano and 
all her household possessions were 
shattered by n bomb through her roof 
—no complaint. 


From the grain merchant whose stor- 


es for the year disappeared in a single 
blaze—no complaint. 


From the river boatman whose en- 


tire family was wiped out in an air 
raid—no complaint. 


From thc whole Chinese people in 


the fourth year of war—no murmur 
of discouragement, no whisper of any- 
thing but complete faith in the jus- 
tice of their cause and the integrity 
of their leaders. 


The surge of national morale is like 


a tidal wave. It is the strongest sin- 
gle factor in China's chance of vic- 
tory. There is some conscious organiza- 
tion behind it, of course. Morale is 
built by streamlined agencies, chiefly 
the Kuomingtang (Nationalist party), 
the Three-People's-Principles Youth 
Corps, and the Resist Japan University 
of the Eighth Route Army. 


The first has an office in every 


county seat and provincial capital; 
:he second is a non-political organiza- 
tion of some 8000 young men 
and 


.vomeii trained to educate thc people 
n wartime duties and 
precautions. 


Both borrow tactics from the Resist 
Japan University, which is training 
thousands of men and women in Ye- 
lan and other centers to be leaders 
in the military and political situat- 
ion. 
In Yenan, site of the university, 


ind in other centers, artists, writ- 
ers, journalists, dramatists and music- 
ans are devoting their talents to Uie 
winthe-war efort. Posters and car- 
toons, in a country where so many 
are illiterate, are especially effective.

ATHENS -(#)- The capture of 5,- 


000 Italians, largest mass of prisoners 
yet taken by the Greek army, was 
announced Monday from the northern 
front. 


Their surrender, .dispatches said, wqs 


a signal for a general retreat of other 
Italian forces in the area, leaving a 
huge gap in the Fascist center. 


Fresh Italian troops rushed to bols- 


ter the sagging defense lines earlier 
have been reported as being smashed 
back with regiments they came to 
reinforce and the Greeks claimed "im- 
portant" new advances all along the 
Albania 
battlefront. 


Italy Claims Attacks Halted

But by that time 
Chile had a new foreign minister, 
who used his common sense and the 
troxiblesome episode was ended by a 
satisfactory apology. 


But ths incident illuminates Amer- 


ican dealings with Latin America. 
The Latin Amer-'cans have long me- 
mories. They don't easily lorgive 
trouble:- with Uncle Sam. And force- 
unfriendly to the United States see 
thtt they do not forget.

Star a Comet? 


Star of Bethlehem 
Has Never Been 
Explained

"And lo, the star which they saw 


In the east went before them, "till it 
came and stood over where the younc 
child 
was." 


Scientists have never explained sat- 


isfactorily the Star of Bethlehem—it 
may have been cuused by one of se- 
veral astronomical conditions — but 
this Christmas season people in the 
United States will see one phenomenon 
offering a possible explanation, 
per- 


haps two of them. 


The first is a new comet that will 


become visible early in December. It 
was discovered by Leland B. Cunning- 
ham of Harvard College observatory. 


"By Christmas the comet should be 


plainly visible in the western sky af- 
ter sunset," says Prof. William H. "Bar- 
ton, jr., executive curator of the Hay- 
den Planetarium of the 
American 


Museum of Natural History. 


"No one can say for sure how- 


bright it will be, but there should be 
a noticeable comet of some sort. 


"Some students have suggested that 


the comet of 4 B. C., recorded by 
the Chinese as. visible for 70 days, 
was the star the wise men saw." 


Historians' figures vary as to the 


actual year of Christ's birth, but many 
say it was 4 B. C. 


Another possible explanation 
for 


the "star" is a conjunction of planets, 
such as is now visible every night 
in the southeast. Two bright objects 
are shining there. The brighter is the 
planet Jupiter, the other is the planet 
Saturn. They draw close together a- 
bout every 20 years. 


The astronomer Kepler saw the con- 


junction in 1603-04 and was so im- 
pressed that he calculated back and 
discovered that the two had appeared 
even closer together in 7 B. C., an- 
other year sometimes given as that 
of Christs' birth. 


Professor Barton says it's 
really 


hard to tell what happened back 
there on the plains of Chaldea. 


"There may not have been any 


'star' at all, that is, no special 'star,' 
frequently a very ordinary phenome- 
non may assume great significance if 
an interpreter attches it to an event 
that may happen to coincide with 
it," he explains.

Such "converted prisoners" are the 


authors of leaflets distributed among 
Japanese troops in China. It is hard 
to say how much effect this propa- 
ganda has had, but I have talked 
with Japanese prisoners who 
com- 


plained that the "glory had gone out 
of the war." 


Even Wounds Aid Spirit 


On the other hand, Chinese morale 


is rising. I talked to a young officer 
in Ichang who had been wounded five 
times. I found- him lying for the fifth 
time on a hospital "bed" which was 
only a few boards covered with mat- 
ting in an abandoned movie house. He 
WPS a modest fellow, as were so many 
similar men with whom I talked, and 
he said in his quiet way that as soon 
as he had recovered he would be back 
at the front. 


"Each wound," he said 
earnestly, 


"has given mo more self-confidence 
than I had before." 


In Yenan I was a guest at a drama- 


tic performance at Lu-shun Art Aca- 
demy. A little girl brought her auto- 
graph book to Mao Tsc-Tung, who sat 
beside me, then courteously asked "the 
foreigner" to write something, too. I 
wrote a line or two, ending up with 
a flourish, "China will win." 
The 


words were translated for her. 


The little girl, both of whose pa- 


rents were killed by the Japanese not 
long before, turned up her nose in 
terrible scorn, looked towards me with 
amazement: "Why does he write that?" 
she asked. "Of course China will win!" 


She was 8 years old.

menus, according to Miss Mary E. 
Longhead of the University of Ark- 
ansas College of Agriculture, is the 
fact that restaurants and housewives 
are finding turkey economical to conk 
and serve and a favorite of hotel or 
family guests. 


If turkey is not equally popular 


among all cooks, the reason is likely 
to be found in its selection, preparat- 
ion or cooking, Miss Loughead says. 
Pointers suggested by Miss Longhead 
to guide the housewife in transferring 
the turkey from the pen lo the plat- 
ter, are as follows: 


Selection: The perfect turkey for 


any menu should be a well-develop- 
ed, plump bird not too small and 
young. Turkeys are by nature a heavy 
bird and a very small one may denote 
immaturity, 
poor 
development 
or 


growth, or lack of fat. 


Preparation: Chill the turkey after 


it j.s dressed and cleaned. When it is 
ready to be roasted, fill with your 
favorite stuffing, remebering lo loetvt; 
room for bread crumbs or rice lo 
swell, and sew the openings together. 


Cooking: Place the prepared bird 


on a rack in u pun and roast, un- 
covered, at a moderate temperature 
(300 
F.) A larger turkey should be 


oasted at a lower temperature than 
i small one as it takes longer for 
he meat to cook thoroughly without 
.he skin being burned. If the tur- 
'.ey is placed un the rack with the 
ure.st down and the back up. and 
eft in this position during most of the 
•ousting period, the things will get 
lone before the meat is cooked off of 
he breast bone. Turn and baste the 
turkey frequently. In 
turning 
the 


urkey. clean folded cloths will pro- 
-ect the hands and are better than 
a fork which pierces the skin and lets 
the juices escape. When done, the 
urkey should be delicately browned 
>n t,ll sides, tender and juicy. 


When cooking ,\ young turkey it is 


unnecessary to cover the pan if the 
oven is kept hi a moderate tempera - 
tuie.
